EVERYONE GETS THREE EXTRA DAYS TO FILE TAXES IN 2016 


AHEAD 



HAPPY D.C. EMANCIPATION DAY, AMERICA.

The rest of the country might finally learn about D.C. Emancipation Day— 
a holiday little known beyond the District of Columbia that marks the 
anniversary of the abolition of slavery in the nation’s capital. 


This year, the holiday which shuts 
down city government, will be celebrated 
April 15, also known as Tax Day And be- 
cause of the conjunction, the entire coun- 
try gets a three-day reprieve on filing 2015 
tax returns, making ||e officii taxH^| 
deadline Mondwi April i8.| 

Emancipation Day usually is celebrated 
April 16, the date in 1862 when President 
Abraham Lincoln signed the Compensat- 
ed Emancipation Act, which freed about 


3,100 slaves living in the District. 

But this year, April 16 falls on a Saturday 
so the District will celebrate the holiday 
on April 15, a Eriday D.C. holidays are 
treated as federal holidays for tax-filing 
purposes, according to the Internal Rev- 
enue Service. 

That pushes the official tax-filing dead- 
line to the next business day April 18. And, 
everyone— residents ofElorida, California 
and everywhere in between— will receive 


an extension, not just DC. residents. 

“When April 15 falls on a Saturday Sun- 
day or legal holiday a return is considered 
timely filed if it is filed on the next succeed- 
ing day that is not a Saturday Sunday or le- 
gal holiday” IRS spokesman Ubon Mendie 
said in an email. “The term legal holida/ 
includes a legal holiday observed in the 
District of Columbia.” 

In 2007, the country had a two-day 
reprieve on filing tax returns because 
April 15 fell on a Sunday and the next 
day— Monday, April 16 —was DC. Eman- 
cipation Day 

Residents of Maine and Massachusetts 
will get an additional day on top of the 
three-day extension this year. Those states 


are celebrating Patriots’ Day— commem- 
orating the 1775 battles of Lexington and 
Concord— on Monday April 18. Residents 
of the two states will have until April 19 to 
file tax returns. 

DC. government shuts down for Eman- 
cipation Day although the federal govern- 
ment and most businesses in the city re- 
main open. In 2000, then-DC. Council 
member Vincent B. Orange Sr. prepared 
legislation— which the council passed 
unanimously and then-Mayor Anthony A. 
Williams signed— declaring April 16 DC. 
Emancipation Day a legal “private” holi- 
day The day was officially observed for 
the first time as a public holiday one that 
closed the city government, in 2005.

‘BARBERSHOP’ STARS SHINE UGHT 
ON SOUTH SIDE SOCIAL ISSUES

South Side rapper-turned-actor Common 
said he wanted his new movie, “Barbershop: 
The Next Cut,” to accurately portray the so- 
cial issues that Chicagoans face and honor 
those who died in the city’s gun violence. 

“I just wanted it to be, like, authentic so 
that people from my city could respect it 
and connect with it,” Common, born Lonnie 
Rashid Lynn Jr., told the Tribune in a recent 
phone interview. 

In the film, due out Friday a South Side bar- 
ber (played by rapper-turned-actor Ice Cube) 
is concerned about the fate of his son (Mi- 
chael Rainey Jr.) amid growing gang violence. 
The movie, which was filmed in Atlanta, is a 
sequel to the “Barbershop” comedies of the 
early 200 os. 

To promote the film. Common and Ice 
Cube visited TNT Barber Shop in East Cha- 
tham last month and participated in a Chi- 
cago violence town hall at the Illinois Insti- 
tute of Technology The event was filmed for 
a VHi special that aired Monday 

Radio/TV personality Sway CaUoway hosted 


the episode, which features Chicagoans sharing 
stories about gun violence and community lead- 
ers discussing ways to push for social change. 

“Chicago is at the center of a lot of the is- 
sues we face around the country,” Calloway 
said in a Tribune interview 

Former Fenger High School principal Liz 
Dozier, who has a role in “Barbershop: The 
Next Cut,” stressed the importance of com- 
munity members supporting each other. 

Common said more jobs, opportunities 
and social programs are needed. 

“Commerce helps the situation because a 
lot of people are involved in things because 
they just don’t have a way to survive and make 
money,” Common said. 

Common participated in a job fair at Mc- 
Cormick Place in August, months after he 
won the best original song Oscar for “Glory,” 
from the 2014 film “Selma.” 

He also recently filmed a Showtime pilot in 
Chicago. He said the drama, about growing 
up on the South Side, is still in development. 
If it’s picked up for series, it could create jobs 
in the city

Ice Cube was in a reflective mood Wednes- 
day night at the world premiere of MGM- 
New Line’s “Barber Shop: The Next Cut”— 
a dozen years after “Barber Shop 2: Back in 
Business.”

Common, who plays one of the barbers, 
echoed that sentiment on the red carpet, say- 
ing, “I’m from Chicago, and this movie is re- 
ally relevant to what’s going on.” 

Screenwriters Kenya Barris and Tracy Oli- 
ver said it was crucial to find a way to reflect 
the current crisis, but still make the jokes 
land.

For eight seasons on the Fox medical 
drama “House,” Hugh Laurie played a 
misanthropic, pill-popping doctor. In the 
new miniseries “The Night Manager,” he 
plays someone a lot worse— a character 
described as “the worst man in the world.” 

That would be Richard Roper, a bil- 
lionaire arms dealer who peddles nerve 
gas, rocket launchers and all manner of 
odious weaponry to militants in the Mid- 
dle East, all while posing as a philanthro- 
pist working on behalf of refugees. 

“He has a pretty broad streak of the psy- 
chopath in him,” Laurie said of his charac- 
ter in the six-part miniseries that premieres 
Tuesday on AMC. Adapted from John le 
Carre’s 1993 novel, “The Night Manager” 
follows the cat-and-mouse game between 
Roper and the enigmatic Jonathan Pine, a 
luxury hotel employee played by Tom Hid- 
dleston who is recruited in an undercover 
plot by British intelligence. 

Pine gradually ingratiates himself 
to Roper, becoming his most trusted 


confidant even as he fights an obvious 
attraction to Roper’s alluring young girl- 
friend (Elizabeth Debicki). 

“Pine, as an errant knight wandering 
the Earth in search of a cause, has always 
been looking for someone as a mentor,” 
Hiddleston said. ‘And in some respects, 
Roper is that man. ... The only difference 
between them is their moral compass.” 

Directed by Oscar-winning filmmaker 
Susanne Bier (“In a Better World”), “The 
Night Manager,” co-produced with the 
BBC at a reported cost of $5 million an ep- 
isode, was filmed in locations in England, 


Spain, Switzerland and Morocco. 

Besides Laurie and Hiddleston, the 
cast is a panoply of esteemed British 
character actors, including Tobias Men- 
zies, Tom Hollander, David Harewood 
and Olivia Colman. 

“The Night Manager” is also the first 
television adaptation of a Le Carre novel 
in more than two decades. And it wound 
up on the small screen after several 
thwarted attempts at a film adaptation, 
though le Carre (real name: David Corn- 
well) has been one of Hollywood’s favor- 
ite authors for 50 years.
